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Continuation of 10. Other: In response to the After-Final anriendment filed on October 15. 2004, Applicant has amended each of the 
independent claims to clarify that 'each time whenever the mobile station starts communication, the mobile station transmits language 
select information for selecting a language in which information is to be received'. Rysgaard still clearly discloses the amended limitation 
because the statement 'each time whenever the mobile station starts communication' is still broad and may comprise each time the 
mobile user needs to modify language select information, whenever the user of the mobile phone starts communication with a central 
station, the mobile station transmits information to change or add lanuage select information for selecting a language in which 
information is to be received (section 0018, line 56 - section 0018, line 2; section 0021, lines 16-24; section 0022, lines 25-34). The term 
'..starting communication...' Is a broad term. Examiner suggests distinctly specifying how the mobile station starts communication. A 
further amendment on this distinction may require a new search based on the claim language. The Final Rejection filed on July 15, 2004 
is sustained. Also, Examiner notes that section 4 on page 8 of the Final Rejection should read: 'Applicant's arguments with respect to 
claims 1-14 have been considered but are not persuasive'. 
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
